has not become an alien; a British subject who has 
Canadian domicile; or a person naturalized under 
the laws of Canada who has not subsequently become 
*n alien or lost Canadian domicile. 

The bill now before Parliament defines a 
Canadian as follows: 

1. Any person born in Canada; 

2. Any person born out of His Majesty’s Do¬ 
minions whose father, at the time of such person's 
birth, was a Canadian national or possessed all the 
qualifications of a Canadian national as defined by 
the act: 

3. Any natural born British subject who, 
though not bom in Canada has Canadian domicile; 

4. The wife and* minor children of any natural- 
born British subject who themselves have Canadian 
domicile; 

6. A naturalized British subject who has Cana¬ 
dian domicile; 

6. The wife of a naturalized British subject who 
is included with her written consent to his natural¬ 
ization, or who married such naturalized British 
subject subsequent to the date of such certificate, 
and who herself has Canadian domicile:

“That In the opinion of this 
annual convention It Is no longer 
expedient to try to carry on the 
King's Daughters* Hospital at Dun¬ 
can. which by reason of the In¬ 
crease of the community served by 
it has become too large ah under¬ 
taking /or this order to manage. 
That therefore the provincial ex¬ 
ecutive be and Is hereby author¬ 
ised to transfer the lands and 
buildings and other assets belong¬ 
ing to or used In connection with 
the hospital to a new organization 
being formed In Duncan and the 
surrounding dktr’rt, and to he In¬ 
corporated for the purpose of 
carrying on the hospital for the 
benefit of the community served 
by It.” 

This resolution, with an added pro¬ 
visional clause setting forth the condi¬ 
tions under which the transfer will be 
effected, was the culmination of the 
long discussions waged over the fate of 
the hospital by the delegates to the 
provincial convention of King's Daugh¬ 
ters, which ended Its sessions yester¬ 
day afternoon. 

CONDITIONS OF TRANSFER 
The provisional clause read: "That 
the provincial executive, however, be 
required to see that such assets are not 
transferred until the order has been 
released by the mortgagee and the 
bank from Its obligations to them re¬ 
spectively; also that in the charter of 
the new organization be inserted words 
to the effect that, the said assets are 
only to be used for the benefit of 
the hospital needs of the community 
and that no transfer or disposal of the 
said lands, buildings and other assets 
be made by the new organization with¬ 
out the consent of the order, provided, 
however, that this consent shall uot be 
required to enable the new organiza¬ 
tion to borrow money for the operation 
or improvement of such hospital."

Prior to the passing of the resolu-, 
tlon. the gathering heard the views of 
two members of the newly-formed hoe-j 
pital association, Mayor Prevost and H . 1

Succinct sidelights on the world- 
known personages he had Inter¬ 
viewed as feature writer on the 
Toronto Star, were given by Robert 
E. Knowles, Interviewer and au¬ 
thor, before the Women’s Can¬ 
adian Club at Its meeting In the 
Empress Hotel yesterday. Following 
his remarks. Dr. John Pringle of 
the Yukon, his old friend and one 
time teacher, spoke briefly on some 
phases of Canadian and British 
life as he had found them. 
Interviewing was a very great art. 
Pdr. Knowles informed his hearers, tell¬ 
ing them It was necessary to get 
very close to the person with whom 
one was having the Interview In order 
to get the most out of it. Through 
this closeness, the Ideals of a man 
were tinged, taking on to a certain 
extent the color of the person being 
questioned. 

In the Bible were to be found dfcme 
of the greatest examples of this field 
of Journalism, he said. 

The work not only gave a person, 
an Idea of the greatness of different 
personages, but also Illustrated to a 
certain extent their frailties, Mr. 
Knowles continued, referring to Wil¬ 
liam Jennings Bryant who had Ig¬ 
nored the viewpoints of scientific spe¬ 
cialists, asking what they could teach 
him. 

INTERESTING FIGURE 

Although E. W. Beatty was one of 
the most Interesting Canadians he 
had ever met In his capacity as a 
newspaperman, he considered nls in¬ 
terview with the new Earl of Egmont, 
on his way from an Alberta farm to 
take his seat in the British House of 
Lords, one of the moet enjoyable. 

Charles E. .Hughes and Vice-presi¬ 
dent Curtis, the latter of whom had 
told him the story of his Indian life, 
had appeared outstanding men to the 
speaker when he had met them In his 
official capacity. 

Referring to Colonel Roosevelt, he 
\-olced the opinion that he would be 
the next president of the United 
8 tates. 

Of the operatic characters he had 
met. Mr. Knowles professed an ex¬ 
ceptionally- warm appreciation of 
Schumann Helnk. 8 peaklng of the 
late 8 lr Arthur Conan Doyle, he stated 
that after an Interview with the re¬ 
nowned creator of Sherlock Holmes, 
he had been convinced there was some¬ 
thing in spiritualism. 

Ma(DONALD SON OF THE PEOPLE 
Of all distinguished Englishmen in 
the political field, he considered Win¬ 
ston Churchill the greatest man of 
genius, but thought Lloyd George the 
man of the greatest talents. Premier 
Ramsay MacDonald, a son of the peo¬ 
ple. was. he thought, one of the best 
premiers Britain had ever known. Ha 
had started at the bottom and had 
broken the bars of circumstance to 
reach hla eventual eminence. 

After considerable pains, Mr. 
Knowles had secured an Interview 
with the late 81r H. O. D. Segrave. 
after the renowned Britisher had 
broken the world's automobile speed 
record. Questioned by Mr. Knowles 
as to the presence of any rivalry be¬ 
tween himself and Lee Bible, the 
United States racer. Seagrave had said 
their trials were "not a game of ten¬ 
nis." The Englishman had been rid¬ 
ing to bring honor to Britain, not 1 9 
secure personal plaudits. 

DO LITTLE THINGS WELL 

As an interviewer, coming con¬ 
stantly Into contact with renowned 
men. he had realized the necessity of 
having many humble people iu the 
world. They too. could acquire a 
certain measure of suocess if they did 
the little things of life In a great 
way. 

Introducing his friend Dr. John 
Pringle, whom he referred to as a 
true son of Canada. Mr. Knowles out¬ 
lined some of the details of the clergy¬ 
man's life and his love of this coun¬ 
try. 

After paving personal tribute to Mr. 
Knowles. Mr. Pringle sketched his own 
early boyhood, saying he had lived In 
ten or twelve different Canadian 
towns' before he was ten years old. 
Since that time he had kept moving 
about. 

As a clergyman, he had done his 
best work on the frontier, where he 
came Into contact with men "in the 
raw.” 

He touched upon the attitude of 
the people of the United States to 
those of Canada and Great Britain. 
The better class of Americans did not 
cast derogatory remarks at the other 
Anglo-Saxon peoples, but paid tribute 
to them, he said. 

STRONG BOND OF EMPIRE 

As a Canadian, born of British par¬ 
entage. Dr. Pringle felt his family had 
roots way back In the history of Eng¬ 
land. This sentiment, which he held 
with pride, was one of the greatest 
bonds In keeping together the Empire, 
Mr. Pringle declared. 

The British Empire had won free¬ 
dom for the common people of the 
world and on the lovalty of the dif¬ 
ferent parts of the Empire depended

It is 
obviously an injustice to the child to 
compel his use of the right hand. 

What does it matter? One determined 
father wrote me of the long line of 
punishments he had bestowed upon his 
luckless, left-handed offspring, hoping. 

I suppose, that I would pat him on the 
back for his diligence and Ingenuity. 

Instead. I thought him a petty tyrant, 
entirely lac!tlng either good ssnse or 
Judgment. Why shouldn't a child be 
allowed to use the left hand If that la 
the most convenient of the two? It la 
Just our silly conventionality which 
Insists that everyone must do exactly 
as everyone else does, even to spooning 
up our food. 

In studies on stammering It was 
discovered and confirmed that forcing 
children to use the left hand for fine, 
muscular movements, euch as are used 
in WTitlng and cutting and sewing, 
definitely encouraged speech defects. 

The child's nervous system Is upset 
by use of the unnatural hand. 

I urge mothers to be sensible about 
this. Let the child cut or hammer 
or write or eat with his laft hand If 
that la his preferential one. Olve him 
the ordinary training for right- 
handedness all children receive as a 
matter of course. r.nd if this la not 
sufficient to establish the use of the 
right hand, stop trying. Let him be 
left-handed.

the sugar, shortening and sgs> «**-er 
the sponge has risen until light. In¬ 
experienced breed makers will find the 
rule and method below vary easy to 
follow 

COFFEE CAKB 

Two cakes compressed yeast, 1 1-3 
cupa milk, 3 eggs, 1 tablespoon salt, */a 
cup sugar. 1-3 cup shortening. 414 cups 
bread flour. 

Scald milk In double boiler and cool 
to lukewarm temperature. Soften yeast 
cakes in *4 cup of cooled milk and then 
add to rest of milk. Add eggs, sugar 
and salt and beat with a dover beater 
until smooth. Add flour which has been 
softened but not melted. Mix until 
smooth and turn on to a floured mold¬ 
ing board. Knead ten or fifteen min¬ 
utes and put Into an oiled mixing 
bowl. Brush over top with melted 
shortening, cover and let rise until 
double In bulk. The temperature 
should be kept about 80 degrees F. It 
will take about two hours for the dough 
to rise. Knead "down" again and let 
rise one hour. Now the dough la ready 
to shape In any of the rings or cakes 
wanted

I wonder If that Isn't the explanation of not only why husband* and 
wives kill each other, but why they get divorces. It Is- not any one 
particular crime that one has committed against the other. It Is Just the 
sum total of a thousand little aggravations and disillusions and cruelties 
and selfishnesses and meannesses. They stood them day after day, year 
after year, until at last they got so tired they couldn’t stand them any 
longer. And then came the explosion. 

Most husbands and wives seem to think that If an Insult la not resented at 
the time, that the other one forgives and forgets and the Incident Is closed. 
Nothing can be farther from the truth. All married people, whether they 
realize It or not, k£ep a running account with each other In which they charge 
up against each other the hurts to their heart, the wounds to their pride, all 
the hateful little things that each has done to the other that has taken the 
Joy out of life for them. 

Perhaps these offences were trivial In themselves. A wife’s persistent 
nagging of her husband about some little personal Idiosyncrasy. Her 
correcting his table manners, or his grammar. Her belittling him before 
other people. Her contrasting him to his disadvantage to some more 
prosperous man and publicly pitying herself because she couldn’t have as 
fine clothes as some otk^t woman. Rages In which she flung horrible 
borne truths In his face.

But they add up Into a staggering amount In the 
end, and then some day some perfectly Insignificant tiling brings the grand 
total up to tlie point where It throws the matrimonial firm Into bankruptcy. 

It was the long years of being put through a questionnaire every time he 
went out of the house that got unde# the man’s slcln. It was having some 
other man always held np to him os a model that got on the man's nerves. 

It was having to rattle a tlncup like a beggar and ask for every nickel 
that the woman couldn’t stand any longer. 


It waa toeing left at home at night 
with only the babies for company while her husband stepped out to enjoy 
himself that finally swelled Into the Hymn of Hate that wrecked the marriage. 
Not any one crime that either committed. 


If we knew the trnth, we would probably find out that the thing that 
nerved the arm of tip* woman who killed her husband over the bridge 
game was years of fault-finding and criticism of everything she had done 
from buying a hat to what she had for dinner, and that the reason that 
the other woman slew her husband was not really because he did not like 
crooning, but because they were utterly nnrongenlal nnd he had never liked 
anything that she liked. Probably during their married life they had 
fought over everything from politics to pie. 

And certainly It Is that way In divorce. Why. In most cases the evidence 
has to be manufactured. Husbands and wives part not because either has 
sinned, but because they can’t stand each other's small offences against each 
other.
